Part of the programme of 
Pearl Primus’ second dance 
recital at the Edison on Tues- 
was new. But dances 

which we had seen at the first 
performance retained thelr 
freshness and charm. Perhaps 
the most striking part of the 
snow Was toe personality of 
the leading: dancer 

Although a combination of 
words and dance should not 
be encoUraged the few expila- 
natory words before each piece 
were spoken by Miss Primus 
with sincerity, tact and under- 
Standing, and in a pleasant 
melodic voice: even the fire in 
her eyes Was most ,expresasive 
Due to the vitality of her race, 
Pearl Primus’ dances fortur- 
ately lack any pseudo-intelilec- 
tual stiffness and we believe 
her to be one of the most 
fascinating exponents of mo- 
dern dance. 

The bodily control of her 
male dancers was astonishing, 
and the warriors’ challenge to 
the God of War was the most 
impressive dance of the even- 
ing.
